Specification I of the first charge,

hostile acts, and, in particular, te 
destroy certain war industries and 
war materials within the United 
States.” 

The second specification under

“relieved or attempted to relieve en- 
emies of the United States with 
arms, ammunitions, supplies, money 
and other things.” 

The third charge was filed unde? 
article 82. It accused them of “be- 
ing enemies of the United States 
and acting for and on behalf of the 
German Reich, a belligerent enemy 
nation. The eight men, it added, 
were found in time of war to be 
“lurking or acting as spies In 81 
about the fortifications, posts and 
encampments of the ‘armies of the 
United States.” 

The fourth charge was one of 
conspiracy to commit all the acts 
set forth in the first three counts. 
It specified that the German agents 
“did plot, plan, and conspire with 
each other, with the German Reich, 
and with other enemies of the 
United States, to commit each and 
every one of the above-enumerated 
charges and specifications.”
